“What is the average age the children 
leave school? " asked O'Hara. 
“T can’t give you that, but a great many 
leave school at 14,” replied Mrs. Young.

I am 
now considering especially the teachers, both 
men and women. As the cost of living ad- 
vances the legal minimum wage would re- 
main the same.”’ 


“Flexible” Wage Law. 

“You have in mind a fixed law. I am 
thinking of one that is flexible and could 
be changed from year to year by a commis- 
sion,’’ said Mr. O'Hara. 

“If that can be done, it would be an ex- 
periment,’’ said Mrs. Young. 

“You say vocational training should%give 
boys and girls -- ambition to forge ahead;

school at 14 and goes into a factory at $5 a 
week ?”

Mr. Forgan said the bank empleys a force 
of 597.

Joseph Basch, vice president of Siegel,

men and boys, of whom 780 are adults. 

He testified the minimum Wage paid to 
married men is $12 a week and the lowest 
wages paid to boys and young men is $6 a 
week. He said clerks get from $15 to $18 a 
week. 

E..J. Lehman on Stand. 

Edward J. Lehman, vice president of the 
Fair, said his store employs 1,580 men and 
boys. The average weekly wages of the 
men, he said, is $17.39. 

“ Do you believe in a minimum wage law?’ 

“I do, if it were made a national law.” 

“The tendency of employers when they 
raise wages is to put the burden on the con- 
sumers, Do you believe in a law to regulate 
profits?’’ 

“ Competition would regulate profits;;’ said 
Mr, Lehman. “ An employer can’t raibe the 
price beyond what his competitor charges. 
But if we had a minimum wage law the cost 
would have to be raised and the conditions 
would be about the same.’

Springfield, Tll., June 6.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Dunne tonight replied sharply to the circular 
sent out, presumably by the board of trustees 
ef the University of Illinois. 

The circular protested against the de- 
termination of the governor that the unl- 
versity warrants for the expenditure of state 
Gash must be approved by him before they 
are paid, and also the present statutory 
ayatem of requiring that his office shall 
vouch for the correctness of these warrants 
must be changed. 

Statement Made by Dunne. 

Gov. Dunhe in his statement says: 

“In view of the fact that certain anony- 
mous, false, and other misleading pamphiets 
have been circulated throughout the state, 
tending to create the impression that the 
governor and the chairmen of the appro- 
priations committees of the senate and house 
of representatives were endeavoring to 
oripple financially the University of Illi- 


mois or subject the university to incon- 
/ venience in the management of its financial 
| affaira, I make this statement: to the public | 
'in. order that it may know exactly what 


the situation really is. 

“For many years past the University of 
Illinois has been drawing its finances from 
the state treasury out of the appropriations 
made by the legislature in bulk sums upon 
requisitions signed by the treasurer of the 
board of trustees of the university, attested 
by its secretary.” 


Cites Custom of P<.* 
The governor here gives a Lat of 2 
of drafts for 
between three and four millions drawn the 
last two years, and then proceeds: 

“Under the system which has-been followed 
in past years, the governor has thus been 
compelled to pass upon and approve, in round 
numbers, 50,000 vouchers each biennium, ag- 
gregating approximately $3,600,000 per an- 
num. The governor has been required to ap- 
prove these vouchers three or four months 
after the expenditures are made and at a 
time where his refusal to approve a single 
item would stop the payment of any and all 
moneys to the university by the te treas- 
urer. 

“The governor is ineisting that. moneys 
drawn by the university shall be upon the 
itemized vouchers approved by the board of 
trustees of the university, then presented to 
the auditor of public accounts, whose duty 
it is to audit all vouchers in the same manner 
as is followed by other public institutions of 
the state, and then. paid to the state treasurer.

“On the other hand the governor and the 
chairmen of the appropriations committees 
are in favor of doing evérything possible to 
bring about a greater efficiency In the uni- 
versity and only are asking that moneys 
appropriated for the support and mainte- 
nance of the university remain in the hands of 
the state treasurer to be paid out on state 
vouchers, approved by the university trus- 
tees and audited by the auditors of public 
accounts, instead of, as has been the case 
in the past, permitting the university to de- 
posit the moneys of the university in the 
hands of a local treasurer and compelling 
the governor to approve vouchers long after 
they have been paid.”

Third Reading With- . 
out Amendment, 


La Salle County Member Grows 
Bitter When Many Pro- 
posals Are Lost.

Calls Former Bill “Infamous.” 

The trouble started when Representative 
King said the bill had been agreed to by 
practically all of those interested in it on 
both sides. 
“That is just what the gentleman told us 
here two years ago,’ Browne said, “ when 
this house passed one of the most infamous 
bills that has ever been put upon the statute 
books in Illinois.”’ 


Delay on Utilities Bill. 

Thé public utilities bill was up ‘on second 
reading, but did not get advancement, due 
to strong objection, which is taken to-indl- 
cate final killing of the measure. 

The Hull wage bill now goes to the governor 
for his consideration. The house adopted

Visitors in Paris.

HIGHLY entertaining book is “ EXMI- 
NENT ENGLISH MEN AND WOM- 
EN IN PARIS,” by Roger Boutet 
de Monvet (Scribmer). Lady Morgan 
and Lady Blessington were among 
the best known English women who remained 
for any time in Paris. Lady Morgan was 
the author of “ The Wild Irish Girl,”” which 
was one of the “ best sellera’’ of ita day. 
Lady Blessington is much better known to 
the present generation than is Lady Morgan, 
probably because of the association of her 
name With those of d’Oresay and Lord Byron. 

The result of Lady Blessington’s sojourn 
in Paris wes a book called “* The Idler in 
France,” which gossiped in pleasant way 
about the many interesting people and things 
that she saw while living on the continent. 
She was in Paris during the revolution of 
1830, The most interesting Englishman who 
made a long visit to Paris was Thackeray. 
The life of that capital suited him perfectly 
and he enjoyed every moment of it. It was 
in 1831 that he arrived at the French metrop- 
olis. 

If Thackeray had never lived in Paris we 


would never have had “ The Ballad of the. 


Bouillabaisse.” Thackeray, be it known, 
went to Paris as an art studem. It was his 
ambition to be an illustrator rather then a 
writer in his young days. While he hasilius- 
trated most of hisown books, and we wouldn't 
have them illustrated by any one else for 
gold or precious stones, at the same time, he 
would not have been a good illustrator for 
other people’s book. Du Maurier illustrated 
“ Esmond” and his illustration seemed to 
suit that story, but I should have been sorry 
if he had filustrated either “ Vanity Fair ’’ 
or ‘*‘ Pendennis.” 
: a 

In later years, after Thackeray was mar- 
ried and after the tragedy of his wife's in- 
sanity, he brought with him his two little 
girls, one of whom, Lady Ritchie, is now liv- 
ing, Iam happytosay. At this time he revis- 
ited some of the scenes of his art student 
days, among them the restaurant of Terre 
Junior,. which had inspired his “ Ballad of 
the Boulllabaisse,’’ the house was still there. 

We enter—nothing’s changed or older. 

‘* How's Monsieur Terré, waiter, pray?’ 

The waiter stares and shrugs his shoulder— 

** Monsieur is dead this many a day.’’ 
** It is the lot of saint and sinner, 
So honest Terré’a run his race?’’ 

** What will Monsieur require for dinner?’ 

** Say, do you still cook Boulllabaisse?’’ 

It is interesting to read here a Frenchman’s 
views of the great English novelists. ‘‘ When- 
ever Thackeray mixes with the good tem- 
pered French working people,’ writes M. de 
Monvel, “ he comes back delighted and beam- 
ing with pleasure, and the man who is bored 
to extinction by the tragedies of Cornelile 
and exasperated by the romantic drama rev- 
els in the pieces of L’Ambigu. Talk to him 
about Hermann l’Ivrogne or La Duchesse de 
la Vauballiere. Here, at any rate, the writers 
don’t pretend to ‘tabernacles’ and divine 
gifts, ike Mme. Sand and Dumas,’ and, as 
for the spectators, they are in themselves 
better worth watching than the play.”

And again, “ Yes, I admit, at a distance 
Thackeray feels an instinctive aversion for 
our exaggerations, our chauvinism, our friv- 
olities; but as soon as he comes in direct con- 
tact with us our faults are seasoned in his 
éyes With so much dash and spirit, so much 
cordiality and cheerfulness that he cannot 
help melting and forgiving us. What did he 
not find to say, indeed, about the carnival 
and the carnival balls!”’ ‘He knew,’’ writes 
M. de Monvel, “ better thanany Parisian, the 
old museums of the capital, rich with mas- 
terpieces; its old streets, peopled with mem- 
ories; its outskirts, ornamented with superb 
parks and shaded with foregts of century old 
trees, And, above all, he is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with our hotels and restaurants 
And the moment has now arrived for adding 
that, in addition to his taste for literature and 
painting, Thackeray cherished a keen passion 
for the culinary art. Gifted with a delicate 
palate, he early learned to appreciate the de- 
lights of good cooking and its shades of dif- 
ference; he had studied and compared the 
Various methods, and many a time, banter- 
ing his countrymen for their ignorance, had 
not beew afraid to declare that the satisfac- 
tions of good food were ‘some of the most 
pure and precious enjoyments of life.’ ” 

I confess that I have enjoyed these pages 
about Thackera) more than any others tn the 
book and I have a feeling that M. de Monvel 
enjoyed writing them mfore than any other 
pages in the book.

That the trehd of modern interstate commerce 
decisions by the United States Supreme court

Ask Better Treatment 


for Women Prisoners. 


COMMITTEE from the Woman's Party of 
Cook County will visit Mayor Harrison 
to protest against the treatment said to 
be accorded women prisoners by the 
police. 

At a meeting of the party yesterday at the 
Hotel La Salle a letter written by Miss Eliza- 
beth Dalton of 752 West Congress street was 
read previous to the action of the organization. 
Miss Dalton, who was a telephone operator in 
the county building, told of her arrest by 
Sergeant Lawrence Howe of the detective bu- 
reau, who charged that she annoyed him by 
telephoning to him. a 

She asserted that she received brutal treat- 
ment from the police and that she was insulted 
by an officer while being. transferred from the 
detective bureau to the South Clark, street sta- 
tion. . 

“I believe this matter should be taken up 
with the mayor,” said Mrs.. Charlotte Rhodus, 
president of the organization. “We should do 
all in our power to prevent such outrages. 
Other insults to women by police officers have, 
been brought to our attention. 

“When respectable women are compelled to 
take such treatment, what must happen to un- 
fortunate women?” 

A resolution was passed protesting against 


‘senate bill 318 in regard to illegitimate chil- 


dren. The bill, according to the resolution, pro- 
vides that neither the name of the mother or 
father may be recorded without the consent of 
the mother or father. 

“Such a law would operate to the detriment 
and disgrace of the child,” reads the resolution. 
“The child cannot be: admitted to any school 
or secure a position without presenting his cer- 
tificate of birth and thereby advertising to the 
world that he is nameless.” . 

Mrs. Marion Biel was made chairman of a 
committee to work for the establishment of 
public comfort stations in all wards of the 
city.

The first day we have 
the roast and gravy; second, I have it cold, and 
third, I use the gravy from first day with all 
the meat left over and add one onion and about 
three tablespoons of vinegar and bojl all to- 
gether for one-half hour; I season with salt 
and pepper and you will find the last of the 
meat tastes as good if not better than the first. 
I do my baking on days I need the fire for 
ironing. I do all my baking, washing, and 
ironing and have been doing most of my sewing. 
Have saved enough by doing my. own sewing 
and also making my husband's shirts to buy a 
dress form so now I will be able to do all the 
sewing and thus save a dressmaker’s bill.

- Literary Catastrophes, 

When Thomas Carlyle had finished the first 
volume of his “French Revolution,” a work 
which had cost him months of incessant toil and 
the verification of thousands of facts and refer- 
ences, he lent the manuscrip to John Stuart 
Mill. That philosopher had one of the worst 
tasks ever allotted to a mortal. man when he 
had to tell the Sage of Chelsea that the price- | 
less manuscript had been thrown into the fire. 
by a careless servant, and only a few charred 
leaves—still to be seen in Cheyne row, Chelsea 
—remained to tell the tale. 

Sir Isaac Newton was the victim of a similar 
catastrophe, but the “frtend” responsible was 
not human; but canine—his favorite little dog. 
He: left. him in his..stuoy alone, and when he 
came back found that he had “chewed.” the 
mathematical calculations of many . strenuous 
months. ,Many accounts say that Newton took 
it very calmly, but the truth is that it preyed. 
upon his mind to. such an extent as to cause 
much temporary mental aberration, : 

One of the great losses to literature was the 
burning of six books of Spenser’s “ Faery | 
Queen,” which the poet is said to have left in 
his. .house in County Tyrone, Ireland. A re- 
bellion broke out, and the pla¢e was burned, and | 
not only did the poet's youngest child perish in 
the flames, but, it is said, about as much of the 
great poem as we possess at present. 

All lovers of Byron are aware that this erratic 
genius found time in his short, adventurous life 
to write his memoirs, and that on his death 
these passed into the hands of “his friend, 
Thomas “Moore, who, exercising a “discretion 
committed to him, promptly consigned the man- 
uscript to the flames. 

Since the death of Auguste Strindberg, the 
famous Swedish novehst and dramatist—who, 
by the way, had’ much tn common with Byron— 
many of his works have been translated” into 
the English language and are already the center 
of ‘heated controversies fn literary circles. It 
is possible, therefore, that the powerful, if 
somewhat misanthropical, writings 
Swedish recluse may be read and ‘treasured -by 
generations to come. But al) his works will 
not go down to postérity, for it is said that, in 


a sudden fit of despondency; Strindberg himself”

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Hollandaise Sauce in Holland. 


THE HAGUE. 
O arrive in Hollana when the tulip season 
is at its height is a wonderful privi- 

lege. To travel from The Hague to Har- 

lem is, for much the distance, like ridi 
through a great striped flag of red and 
‘white and yellow and pink. Acres of blos- 
,soms, not varying a half an inch in height, 
as to hues, equidistant from one an- 
other, and of equal size, stand in these most 
level of bulb gardens, hundreds of gardens, 
making a revel of color such as one dreams 

about, but rarely sées. 

There are gardens on each side of the rail- 
road track, so that one is distracted by a de- 
sire to look out on each side, not to miss any 
extra fine display. Often on the level horizon 
are long lines of color, the flaming red show- 
ing. up brilliantly. 

In the green meadows, where the tulip gar- 
dens are not so numerous, are to be seen the 
wonderful cattle for which the country Is also 
famous. This little Holland is eminently 
adapted to the two great industries, bulb 
growing and cattle raising, which ita people 
long ago fortunately discovered they could 
excel in.

One cannot realize how small Holland really 
ig until here, It takes but an hour to go 
from The Hague to Amsterdam, and but a few 
jeminutes from here to either Leyden on. the 
north or Delft on the south, and even Rotter- 
‘dam is much less than an hour away. If you 
will ride third class you may sit opposite one 
of those wonderful headdresses of lace, with 


a wide gold or brass crown underneath, with ° 


great knobs of the finest chased gold at the 
‘ends of the opening, for the forehead, and 
besides these long pearl tipped attene, lit- 
tle pearl tipped pins which pass through holes 
in the crown and hold the lace in place. 

It is a pleasant experience to be able to get 
from city to city in such a short space of time, 
‘as here, especially when one's recent travels 
have been journeys of twenty hours or more,

or at least twelve, for in spite of our notion 
at home that Europe there are a 
good many long — in it. 


There is a good deal of food, wonderful 
vegetables and much meat, raised in Holland, 
but one begins to suspect, after a few days 
of residence in the country, that the people 
are not great cooks. There is, however, at 
least one excellent and dainty thing Holland 
has contributed to cosmopolitan cookery. It 
is the Hollandaise or Dutch sauce, excellent 
with several kinds of-fish, good with new 
potatoes, and much used with asparagus and 
boiled artichokes. Half of a Dutch artichoke 
is as big as two of the spiny artichokes of 
northern Italy. 

The conventional and international recipe 
for Hollandaise sauce calls for two egg yolka, 
half a cup of butter, the juice of half a 
lemon, or a little vinegar, and salt and pepper. 

a 

The first and second of the following recipes 
are translated from the Dutch. The first 
comes from the cook book of the household 
school at Amsterdam. Its title is “ Kookboek 
van de Amsterdamsche Huishoudschool,” and 
the author is C. J. Wannée. 

HOLLANDAISE SAUCE IL—Two-fifths of a 
cup of butter, three egg yolks, one teaspoon 
of cornstarch, white pepper, salt, and lemon 
juice and six or more tables ns of milk. 
Mix the cornstarch, little by little, with three 
spoons of milk, add the egg yolks and about 
a tablespoon of butter, beating it on the stove 
with a little egg beater. As soon as it boils 
up and the cornstarch is cooked lift it off 
(after about three or four minutes). Mix off 
the fire with a lump of butter, put on, and 
stir until the butter is evenly blended. and 
then take off again. Go on in this way until 
the butter is all used. When the sauce is 
thick add a little milk, pepper, salt, and lemon 
juice te taste and serve with turbot, salmon, 
tongue, etc. 

HOLLANDAISE SAUCE II. (“Het Nieuwe 
-Kookboek,” by <A. Gorter and G. A. M. de 
Jonge).—Serve with boiled eels,  turboit, 


. 


salmon, a etc. One-half a cup of butter, 
two egg yqiks, five tablespoons of milk, a good 
teaspoon of cornstarch, a little pepper, the 
juice of half a lemon, more or leas. Mix in a 
little pan with a thick bottom the cornstarch 
and half the milk. Add the egg yolks and one 
spoonful of the butter. Beat the mixture 
quickly with an egg beater or whisk (the 
whisk in Holland is of bamboo, finely split, 
except the handle part, bulging and curved 
in). Put in a moderately warm place and 
beat until the sauce is thick and evenly 
cooked. Take from fire, add another lump 
of butter, and beat well on the fire again 
until all is blendid. Take care that the butter 
does not melt out. Repeat this operation 
until all the butter is used. Add, toward the 
last, all the remaining milk and more if need- 
ed. Drop in the lemon juice and further finish 
the sauce with pepper. Serve immediately in 
a hot dish, or over slices of tongue, or around 
them.

SAUCE HOLLANDAISE (French version).— 
For eight people put two raw yolks of eggs 
into a double boiler with a little bit of fresh 
butter. Turn as in @ mayonnaise 
sauce, and add, little by little, four table- 
spoons of butter out in bits. Do not allow it 
to cook. If it becomes too hot take it off the 
fire an instant, turning all the time, and put, 
if necessary, a little cld water into the lower 
part of the double boiler, If the sauce is too 
thick thin it to the desired consistency with 
one or two tablespoons of hot water. Take 
it off and add salt and pepper and some vine- 
gar or lemon juice. Mousseline sauce is the 
same. thing, except that whipped cream is 
added at the last minute. 

Another French recipe says that the sauce 
should have doubled its volume in twelve 
minutes and become creamy; that it may be 
kept warm in a double boiler, if not served 
immediately, but care must be taken that 
the butter does not liquefy and the sauce cur- 
die. If it does add a little cold white sauce, 


or lacking this, a tablespoon of water, turn- 
ing quickly as in making a mayonnaise,

Peanuts are a posi- 
tive cure for insomnia, when eaten at night 
without other foods, although the old fashioned 
idea has been that they were indigestible. The

One must live up to a nut diet if it is under- 

taken, but nuts are curative and a beautifier.
